
SCHOOL SEX ARREST 


Employee suspended as 
police investigate claims 


A MEMBER of staff at a 
Harlow primary school is at 
the centre of a police investi¬ 
gation after being arrested on 
suspicion of sexual offences. 

Parents of children at the school 
received a letter on Monday con¬ 
firming that the employee had been 
suspended with immediate effect. 

Because of legal restrictions, the 
Star is unable to name the school 
involved. 

An Essex Police spokesman con¬ 
firmed: “A man from Harlow was 
arrested on Friday on suspicion of 
offences under the Sexual Offences Act 
2003. He has been released on police 
bail pending further inquiries until July 
29.” 

The letter sent out to parents by the 
school’s headteacher describes the 
episode as a “distressing situation” but 
stresses that the arrested man has not 
been charged with any offence. 

“It is important that we allow the 
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investigation to run its full course 
before making any judgements,” reads 
the letter. 

It states that the suspended employee 
will not be allowed into the school site 
while the police investigation is ongo¬ 
ing. 

The Star has been contacted by a 
number of parents complaining that 
they have not been properly informed 
of the situation. 

In a prepared statement, the school’s 
headteacher said: “Allegations have 
been made against a member of staff 
and, in accordance with established 
child protection procedures, the school 
is working with its partner agencies 
whilst the police investigation is con¬ 
ducted.” 

Both the headteacher and Essex 
County Council declined to comment 
further. 
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Runners go for it 
on marathon day

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CHARITABLE Harlow residents 
went the extra mile and did the 
town proud when they took to the 
streets for this year’s London 
Marathon on Sunday. 

For Five Acres resident Stephen 
Hulcoop, the gruelling experience was 
nothing new - it was the 19th time he 
had completed the 26.2 mile route 
around the city’s roads! 

The 63-year-old finished with a time of 4h 
57m and raised more than £1,500 for homeless 
charity Crisis. 

He was joined by friend and fellow Potter 
Street Baptist Church worshipper Andy 
Kitson, of Chapel Field, who completed the 
course in 4h 9m, raising £3,000 for the British 
Heart Foundation in memory of 28-year-old 
Harlow man James Redington, who died sud¬ 
denly of a rare heart condition in July last year. 

Lorraine Knight (44), of Glebelands, took a 
last-minute decision to run the course in aid of 
Macmillan Cancer Support. She trained for 
just six weeks before the event after deferring 
her entry last year due to ill health and fin¬ 
ished in 6h 50m and raised about £600-700. 

Louise Pegrum (26), of The Downs, ran the 
course in 4h 7m, raising more than £1,000 for 
Harlow Handicapped Sports Foundation; Paul 


Marshall (27), of Burley Hill, thanked his fit¬ 
ness team from North Weald Health And 
Leisure Club for seeing him around the course 
in 4h 4m to raise a whopping £1,600 for the 
Royal Marsden Cancer Campaign; and Nigel 
Taylor (38), of Burley Hill, raised more than 
£3,500 for Leukaemia CARE, crossing the 
finish line in 5h 14m in his first marathon. 

Last but by no means least was the St Clare 
Hospice 2008 marathon team, which raised an 
estimated £10,000 for the local charity. 

Harlow GP Dr Philip Lancaster was first in 
the team to cross the line, in 4h 6m, despite 
nearly not competing because of a back injury. 

St Clare fundraising director Sue Upton 
said: “We are proud of our marathon team and 
wish to thank them all for their amazing 
efforts.”

walker but of course you can raise 
much more for the hospice by 
getting yourself sponsored. 

To take part you must be over the 
age of 16. Places are limited and 
will be allocated in the order entries 
are processed. 


Marshals will be stationed along the 
route - which starts and finishes at 
The Water Gardens - to guide and 
assist participants when necessary. 
The Midnight Walk is accessible to 
wheelchair users. 

The walk will be the biggest single 
fundraising event in the history of 
the hospice, which cares for 
hundreds of people with life- 
limiting illnesses such as cancer 
each year but which receives only 
30 per cent of its current £1.8m 
annual running costs from the West 
Essex Primary Care Trust. 

Hospice chief executive Richard 
Cowie said: “We are accutely aware 
that there are many more people 
who should have access to our 
services and care that we can’t 
reach because of limited resources. 
“We are hoping the funds raised 
through the Midnight Walk will 
help us make further improvements 
to reach even more people in the 
community of West Essex and East 
Herts.” 
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Arguing couple 
killed on tracks 


FAMILIES yesterday (Wed) paid 
tribute to the couple who were 
killed by an 80 mph train as they 
argued and grappled on the tracks 
at Harlow Mill station during 
Tuesday’s morning rush hour. 

The packed commuter train was 
approaching the station shortly before 
8am when the driver applied the brakes 
and blew the horn after seeing Katie 
Gumble (35), of Harlow, and her 
boyfriend Dean Pickard (33), from 
Hoddesdon, on the line. 

British Transport Police yesterday released 
statements on behalf of each of the victims’ 
families. 

Katie’s mother, Sally Gumble, said: “Katie 
was a loving daughter who was adored by our 
family. She will be missed by us all, especially 
her children. 

“We ask that members of the media respect¬ 
fully leave us to grieve the loss of Katie in 
peace.” 

The statement released on behalf of Dean’s 
mother, Sharon, and his younger brother, 
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Jason, read: “Dean was our much-loved son 
and brother and we will miss him dearly. 

“He loved Katie, who he met in the early 
part of last summer, and we are devastated by 
what has happened to both of them. 

“Dean played a key role in the family busi¬ 
ness, a swimming pool maintenance company, 
and he had many friends who will feel the pain 
of his loss.” 

Police are unsure how the couple got onto 
the tracks, but one witness has come foiward 
to claim they had heard a blazing row on the 
platform before Miss Gumble got down onto 
the rails. 

The witness suggested Mr Pickard was try¬ 
ing to pull her to safety when the bain — the 
06.18 from King’s Lynn to Liverpool Street, 
which was not due to stop at Harlow Mill — 
struck them. 

BTP Detective Chief Inspector David 
Shipperlee told the Star he would be unable to 
ascertain just how the pair came to be on the 
tracks until all the evidence had been gathered. 


However, he did confirm the CCTV camera 
on the front of the train had recorded the pair 
“tussling”. 

The incident caused major disruption to rail 
services, with a bus being laid on for passen¬ 
gers between Sawbridgeworth and Broxboume 
until late in the afternoon. 

Traffic flow on a side road leading to the 
station was also affected as vehicles struggled 
to pass emergency services attending the 
scene. 

The deaths take the number of people killed 
on the town’s rail network to five since 
February. 

Following the last reported fatality on 
March 13, Network Rail confirmed it had 
started working in partnership with local oper¬ 
ator National Express East Anglia to help iden¬ 
tify those posing a risk to themselves. 

At the time, a NEEA spokeswoman con¬ 
firmed the company “is working closely with 
Network Rail and the British Transport Police 
to try to reduce the number of fatalities on the 
railway network.” 

Many of the witnesses on Tuesday left 
before police arrived. Officers have appealed 
to them to call 0800 909090. 
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Spate of rail deaths 
skews the statistics 


RESEARCH by the Star has 
revealed a worrying statistic in 
light of the recent rash of 
fatalities on Harlow’s railway 
network. 

Based on the Rail Safety and 
Standard Board’s 2007 figures 
for all deaths caused by 
accidents, trespass and suicide on 
Britain’s railways, one in every 
8.4 fatalities nationwide in the 
last two months has been in 
Harlow. 

Last year, a total of 255 people 
died through accident, trespass or 
suicide, a drop from the previous 
year, but Harlow’s startling 
figures of five fatalities in the 
last two months will no doubt 
raise questions as to why this is 
happening. 

Until inquests have been 
completed, however, it is not 
certain under what circumstances 
the victims came to be on the 
line. 

A spokesman for the RSSB was 
reluctant to discuss the board’s 
own statistics for suicide but 
said: “For a passenger the railway 
is one of the safest ways to travel, 


but it represents massive safety 
risks for those who, for whatever 
reason, trespass on the line or 
misuse a level crossing. The rail 
industry takes these issues very 
seriously and the RSSB, along 
with Network Rail and train 
operating companies, have been 
actively working on a wide range 
of initiatives. This includes 
education campaigns to dissuade 
trespass, as well as work with the 
Samaritans.” 

Samaritans spokeswoman Clare 
Duncan said the organisation is 
working closely with Network 
Rail on a publicity campaign in 
and around Harlow’s stations. 

She said on Tuesday: “We are in 
the middle of a huge campaign 
and placing large billboard 
posters as well as small posters 
within stations. We are also 
helping to train railway staff to 
spot and deal with people who 
may be in need of help.” 

Miss Duncan added anybody

more businesses are forced to 
make cutbacks, it seems 
inevitable that gueues outside 
the Jobcentre are set to grow. 
Whether or not we ultimately 
find ourselves dragged into a 
recession in the coming 
months, our thoughts at this 
time should be with the 250- 
plus workers who today face 
uncertainty and the possibility 
of unemployment. 
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Enough of this 
long vendetta

This time, it’s the free bus pass for 
over-60s. As from April Fool’s Day, 
we have been able to use it 
anywhere, not just in buses starting 
in Essex. 

Yes, and it is indeed going to be 
handy to be able to change buses 
across the county boundary in 
Stortford or Hertford or Loughton 
and get to places like Stevenage 
using the pass, and we couldn’t do 
that before.

More PAH staff 
are assaulted 
by colleagues 

NHS staff working in Harlow 
suffered more physical violence 
from their colleagues or 
managers in the last 12 months 
than in the previous year, new 
figures reveal. 

Four per cent of 279 people 
questioned at the Princess 
Alexandra NHS Trust said they 
had experienced abuse in 2007 - 
the highest score of all acute 
trusts in England, according to a 
report by the Healthcare 
Commission. 

The figure has increased from 
2006 when only one per cent of 
staff said they had suffered the 
same problems. 

However, at 10 per cent the trust 
was found to have among the 
lowest percentages of staff 
experiencing violence and abuse 
from patients or relatives during 
the same period, although the 
amount was up from the 
previous year which stood at 
eight per cent. 

A trust spokesman said: “The 
trust takes all incidents of 
violence extremely seriously and 
we encourage all staff to report 
violence. This survey was 
carried out last year and since 
then we have implemented a 
number of measures to 
encourage staff to report 
violence and to better protect 
staff members. 

“We are concerned about the 
level of reports in relation to 
staff and we would like more 
people to report incidents so we 
can identify those responsible 
and take the necessary 
disciplinary action.”

A TRADER caught seH- 
ing counterfeit DVDs, 
computer games and 
pornography has been 
jailed for eight months. 

Mark Rawlings (39), of 
Hookfield, Harlow, was sent to 
prison by a judge at Hereford 
Crown Court after pleading 
guilty to 12 separate offences 
in relation to deals done via 
his website cd-backupz.co.uk. 

The offences related to a 12- 
month period during which 
Rawlings was living in Worcester 
and the case was brought by 
Trading Standards officers from 
Worcestershire County Council. 

Investigators put a street value 


of £17,250 on goods found at 
Rawlings’ home. Of the porno¬ 
graphic titles, some were of a clas¬ 
sification which can only be sold 
in a licensed sex shop and some 
were unclassified, meaning they 
cannot be sold at all. 

Sentencing him. Judge John 
Cavell noted that he had boasted of 
being the number one business 
selling copied films and games 
and had even set his website up so 
that it would appear if anyone 
typed in “pirate games” on a 
search engine. 

Speaking outside court, Peter 
Holmes of Worcestershire Trading 
Standards said: “I hope that the 
custodial sentence imposed will 
act as a real deterrent to anyone 
involved in counterfeiting or 
becoming involved.”

HARLOW’S Penguins Swimming 
Club has confirmed it is desper¬ 
ate to keep its head above water 
despite the disruption following 
the town’s pool closure. 

Chairman Chris Singleton has 
vowed to do everything possible 
to keep the club for youngsters 
going until the new facilities 
open in Velizy Avenue next sum¬ 
mer. 

Harlow Council voted to 
demolish the pool following 
alleged health and safety con¬ 
cerns last September. 

In that time, almost one-third 


of the 160-strong membership 
has moved on to different clubs in 
other towns after being forced by 
the closure to use several differ¬ 
ent facilities, including Bishop’s 
Stortford College and 
Sawbridgeworth’s Leventhorpe 
School. 

Mr Singleton also said the not- 
for-profit club will have lost an 
estimated £15,000 in income due 
to being unable to host three of its 
prestigious two-day annual galas 
in which up to 750 children 
attend. 

“I will be honest, it’s going to 


be really hard work to keep it 
going,” said Mr Singleton on 
Monday, “but by hook or by 
crook we will find a way of keep¬ 
ing it open. 

“We really need dedicated 
swimmers and their parents to 
stick with us. 

“We have had a brilliant boost 
and incentive for swimmers to 
stay as we have secured the serv¬ 
ices of a level-three coach; that’s 
regional standard, so it’s a pretty 
high quality. 

“We have also two or three 
swimmers who have improved so 


much since the use of the pool 
has been lost, so that shows how 
much we are putting into the club 
remaining open and remaining 
committed to Harlow youngsters 
who want to swim.” 

Mr Singleton also confirmed 
he had approached the council to 
try to secure a portion of the 
£300,000 it saved by closing the 
pool. 

A council spokesman con¬ 
firmed it would be providing the 
Penguins with some financial 
support but had not yet discussed 
it with the club.

A FORMER Conservative district 
councillor has thanked Harlow MP 
Bill Rammell for helping him win 
his struggle for compensation over 
a waste disposal site. 

Tireless campaigner David Iszatt, of 
Epping Road, Roydon, has battled for 
more than 20 years against the illegal 
location of and pollution caused by the 
neighbouring site.

Finally, a scathing report by the Local 
Government Ombudsman found Epping 
Forest Council and Essex County Council 
guilty of maladministration when giving the 
waste transfer station a green light to operate 
in the 1980s. 

Last Friday, Mr Iszatt ignored previous 
party divides when he met Mr Rammell to 
thank him personally for his role in the fight. 

“Bill has been most helpful,” he said. 
“Everyone I know in Roydon who has been to 
him with an issue gets a satisfactory result. 
He is a diligent representative working on our 
behalf. 

“I am delighted that the local authorities 


have finally recognised the struggle Roydon 
people and Bill Rammell MP have been 
through to achieve this result.” 

Mr Rammell added: "This is a great day 


for the community. It shows that elected rep¬ 
resentatives and constituents working togeth¬ 
er really can achieve something when quality 
of life is being threatened.”

Council gags out-of-town critics 


THE man seeking to be Harlow’s 
next MP is among scores of peo¬ 
ple prevented from holding 
Harlow Council to account after 
a rewrite of its constitution. 

Changes approved by council¬ 
lors mean that in future only peo¬ 
ple who live in or, for the past 
year, have had their principle 
place of employment in Harlow 
district will be able to present a 
petition or ask a question at a full 
council meeting. 

This means anybody living 
outside the town - in bordering 
villages such as Hastingwood, 
Sheering and Roydon - can no 
longer challenge the authority, 
even if they are directly affected 
by its decisions. 

In particular, the ban will hit 
Roydon resident Robert Halfon, 
Conservative prospective 

Parliamentary candidate for 
Harlow, who lives within the 
Harlow Parliamentary con-

stituency but outside the district. 

He has spoken at several coun¬ 
cil meetings, in recent months 
representing groups including 
Kingsmoor Scouts and disabled 
charity Home Farm Trust. 

“This is very worrying 
because it could prevent me 
working on behalf of residents,” 
he complained. “It wouldn’t sur¬ 
prise me if this move by the 


Labour/Lib Dem authority was 
directed at me - but it will affect 
many others too. 

“Providing someone has a 
material interest in Harlow, they 
should be able to question the 
council. There are many issues 
which have been brought to 
prominence in the past which 
under this new scenario would 
not be able to be raised.” 

Nigel Clark, secretary of cam¬ 
paign group Stop Harlow North, 
also criticised the move, stating 
Hertfordshire residents who 
could be adversely affected by 
the council’s support for at least 
10,000 homes to the north of the 
town should have the right to put 
their views. 

A council spokesman said the 
new restrictions were the same as 
for those wishing to stand for 
election as a councillor. He 
would not give a reason for the 
change. 


Neglect was a 
factor in death 
of woman (21) 

NEGLECT by hospital staff was 
a contributory factor in the death 
of a 21-year-old severely 
disabled woman at a 
Sawbridgeworth care home, a 
coroner has ruled. 

Noel Scanlon, director of 
nursing at East and North Herts 
NHS Trust, said he deeply 
regretted the death of Natalie 
Clayton from heart and 
respiratory failure and admitted 
there had been lapses in her care 
while she was at the trust's 
Queen Elizabeth II Hospital, in 
Welwyn Garden City. 

Miss Clayton died 24 hours after 
being transferred to Jacobs 
Neuro Centre, the specialist care 
home in High Wych Road, 
Sawbridgeworth, from the QEII, 
where she had been an intensive 
care patient for some time. 

The two-day inquest in Hatfield 
which opened last Tuesday heard 
she suffered from severe global 
developmental delay. 

She had her first cardiac arrest 
after being admitted to the QEII 
in May 2005. She was 
successively admitted to 
intensive care, a high 
dependency unit and then a 
general ward in mid-August of 
that year, but was sent back to 
intensive care within a few days 
after a second attack. 

Dr Richard Dent, who looked 
after Miss Clayton when she was 
in intensive care, told 
Hertfordshire coroner Edward 
Thomas she had clearly been 
further neurologically damaged 
and had developed twitching, 
which suggested a low level of 
oxygen to the brain. 

It was eventually decided to 
move her to the Jacobs Neuro 
Centre, where it was intended 
she would remain for the rest of 
her life. 

When asked if it was unusual for 
a patient to die within 24 hours 
of being transferred to another 
site, Dr Dent added: “We were 
surprised and shocked, but she 
was so dependent and so much 
on the edge. Any move with 
Natalie was a considerable 
challenge for the system.” 

Miss Clayton, from Watton-at- 
Stone, died on January 26, 2006. 
Mr Thomas recorded a verdict of 
death from natural causes, 
contributed to by neglect. 

Have your say 
on waste plan 

ESSEX residents are being 
asked to give their views on a 
proposed new waste disposal 
scheme. 

County council chiefs hope to 
introduce a new recycling 
process which involves putting 
ordinary waste through a sorting 
device which converts it into a 
compost-like substance and can 
be used for land restoration. 
Gases given off by the process 
can also be used for generating 
electricity. 

The proposal comes as the 
county tries to tackle fears over 
growing pressure on landfill 
sites and strives to meet its 
provisional target to recycle at 
least 60 per cent of household 
waste by 2020. At present, just 
36 per cent of household waste 
is being recycled in Essex.

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Shop workers' 
uncertainty as 
JJB closes up 

UP to 20 jobs at sports store 
JJB are set to go in a significant 
loss to Harlow’s retail economy 
after the firm announced plans 
to close its branch in the 
Harvey Centre. 

The shop will shut on Monday 
but staff still do not know 
whether or not they will be 
offered the chance to relocate, 
although it is understood it is 
more likely they will face 
compulsory redundancy. 

The decision to close the branch 
was made after the firm - 
owned by Wigan Athletic FC 
chairman Dave Whelan - 
recorded a sharp drop of 72 per 
cent in annual pre-tax profits. 

It has implemented a staggered 
series of 72 store closures 
throughout the UK at a cost of 
£25m and it is estimated that a 
total of up to 800 staff could 
find themselves out of work as 
a result. 

Chairman Roger Lane-Smith 
defended the move in a 
statement: “We are taking 
significant action to improve 
the performance of JJB’s retail 
stores. 

“Whilst we have identified a 
number of stores for closure, 
which will itself strengthen our 
remaining store portfolio, we 
are also investing to improve 
the quality of our stores and 
product with further store refits, 
the introduction of new 
products from our own brands 
and the implementation of staff 
training and incentive 
programmes.” 


Shock and anger 
as travel jobs go

SCORES of furious workers could 
be out of a job following the immi¬ 
nent closure of a Harlow call cen¬ 
tre just weeks after bosses said its 
future was safe. 

More than 200 staff at TUI Travel - 
formerly known as Thomson - must 
choose relocation or redundancy when 
their offices in Field House, Station 
Approach, are shut in September. 

The announcement was made on Thursday 
when staff were told a staggered restructuring 
exercise meant their jobs were no longer safe. 

A letter to workers leaked to the Star con¬ 
firmed the call centre would close by the end 
of September, with all Harlow-based employ¬ 
ees “at risk of redundancy” as a result. 

The offices currently house TUI Travel’s 
short-haul and ski specialists, but these will 
now be relocated to existing headquarters in 
Kingston and Crawley in Surrey, partly due to 
“significant cost benefits to the business”. 

The firm claims it will offer most employ¬ 
ees the opportunity to move with their jobs 
and promised a 90-day consultation with staff. 

The Star first learnt of concern about the 
centre’s impending closure three weeks ago, 
but it flatly denied there were any plans to shut 
up shop in Harlow. 

Angry workers this week ignored gagging 
orders to say they feel “cheated” by the travel 
company - with some even suggesting the 
closure plans were in place months ago. 


One employee, who requested anonymity, 
said: “The way we have been kept in the dark 
is disgusting. They’ve continually denied the 
rumours that the centre was set to close, but 
I’m sure they’ve known for months.” 

A customer service agent added: “This has 
completely destroyed staff morale. I really 
enjoy my job but to suddenly find out that I’m 
going to be made redundant unless I want to 
travel all the way to Surrey every morning is 
really upsetting. I feel cheated.” 

A TUI Travel spokeswoman said the firm 
sympathised with staff grievances but claimed 


the upheaval was “unavoidable”. 

A Harlow Council spokesman said the 
authority was deeply concerned about the 
impact of the potential redundancies on the 
community, adding it could be the largest sin¬ 
gle loss of jobs in the town for years and that 
it would try to liaise with the company and 
agencies to offer redundancy support. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell - who learnt of 
the impending closure from the Star - also 
expressed his disappointment but said he was 
reassured that staff would be offered the 
chance to relocate. 


Up to 45 staff 
affected by UG 
site reduction 

A FURTHER jobs blow hit 
Harlow this week as O-I 
Group, owner of the town’s 
United Glass, announced it is 
to shut down a third of its site. 
One of three furnaces 
currently operating at the 
Edinburgh Way plant - known 
as Furnace 103 - is to be 
decommissioned at the end of 
July under the US firm’s 
restructuring plans. 

A company spokesman said 
the changes were designed to 
help the company “adapt 
capacity to the UK market” 
and said the future of the rest 
of the factory was safe. 

It is thought 45 staff will be 
affected by the change, and a 
statutory consultation process 
with unions was launched on 
Tuesday. 

The spokesman said: “O-I’s 
strategy remains to be actively 
serving the needs of its 
customers in a competitive but 
profitable way, by delivering 
high service level and quality. 
Therefore, in parallel, projects 
are being driven to increase 
manufacturing flexibility with 
the two remaining furnaces in 
a way to best serve existing 
markets and customers, as well 
as enable innovation and new 
product developments in 
existing and new segments.” 
The spokesman added that 
future expansion opportunities 
included starting production of 
wine bottles and bottles for 
non-alcoholic drinks. 

O-I, which has two sites in the 
UK, operates in 22 countries. 


Motorway death 
teen is named 

POLICE have named the 16- 
year-old boy who was killed 
when a stolen Vauxhall Signum 
crashed off the Ml 1 and went 
down an embankment. 

Jay Tamer, from Shepherds 
Bush, died at the scene of the 
accident which occured 
southbound between Junctions 7 
and 6 after 8am on April 5. 

A 17-year-old boy, from 
Shepherds Bush, is on police 
bail until April 21 after being 
arrested in connection with the 
incident. 

A 16-year-old boy, also from 
Shepherds Bush, has been 
remanded in secure 
accommodation after appearing 
in youth court to be charged 
with aggravated vehicle taking 
and burglary. He has pleaded 
guilty to the former and not 
guilty to the latter. 

He is due to reappear at 
Basildon Youth Court on June 3 
to stand trial for burglary and 
will be sentenced for the 
motoring offence at a later date. 
He is also currently on police 
bail until early June, having been 
arrested on suspicion of causing 
death by dangerous driving in 
comiection with the accident.

In the day of 
horse power 

E nlightening readers of the 

Daily Mirror circa 1930 as to what a 
winter day’s work entailed for rural 
Essex folk, here is a glimpse from long 
ago of Harry Baker. 

The cutting was sent to Nostalgia by his 
son-in-law Colin Wright, of The Oxleys. 
He said: “Harry lived in Harlow Tye all 
his married life, but we think this was 
taken before he was married when he 
worked at Harlowbury Farm and lived 
in Old Road.

Road. The gateway is leading into the 
meadow behind The Oxleys with the 
field we know as The Forebury, which is 
beside Harlowbury Chapel, behind that. 
“You can see in the background some of 
the houses along Old Road. I stood in 
the same place as where the 
photographer must have stood and 
there is hardly any difference.” 



Revertex still 
here, in a way 


E DNA Symes’ 1959 

photograph of Prince 
Philip visiting Harlow 
firm Revertex ( Nostalgia , 
March 27) prompted much 
correspondence. 

First thing first, let’s clear lip 
who actually appears in it: 
talking to the Duke is Revertex 
chairman Mr Scott, while 
behind him is customer service 
head Peter Sington. 

Cheryl Eagleson, who worked for 
the company from 1964-2006, 
joined too late to witness the visit 
but recalls a visitors’ book on 
display complete with the Royal 
signature. 

“One story that was always told was 
that the gents’ toilet was 
redecorated about a week before the 
visit,” she said. “It was then locked 
up so that no-one could make it 
dirty! 

“During the Royal visit, Prince 
Philip needed to use the facilities 
and someone ran ahead to unlock

the door. But the Duke saw what 
happened and had great fun joking 
about all the men being desperate to 
use the lavatory.” 

An even longer-serving Revertex 
employee was Michael Yarrow, who 
joined as a laboratory assistant in 
1959 and didn’t finally leave until 
2005. 

He sets us straight: “Though your 
article labelled Revertex a rubber 
factory, in the late ’50s it was also 
one of the foremost manufacturers 
of synthetic resin dispersions and 
had a high reputation in the paint 
and adhesive fields. An innovative 
and complex process for 
manufacturing polyvinyl alcohol, a 
water-soluble resin, was also on 
stream along with rubber 
compounding.” 

Mr Yarrow explained how the firm 
expanded rapidly during the 1960s, 


launching joint ventures in 
Malaysia, South Africa, New 
Zealand, Australia and Portugal, and 
setting up major manufacturing 
plants on the Humber Estuary as 
well as in Belgium, Wakefield and 
East Kilbride. 

“Ability and hard work were always 
rewarded in those early days,” he 
recalled. “Many people stayed with 
the company for long periods and 
people who were prepared to go and 
serve overseas found that such 
service was part of the promotion 
route to higher management.” 

But what of Revertex today? The 
firm is still present in Harlow, 
although the name is not. Having 
been acquired by Yule Catto during 
the recession of the 1980s, the 
Revertex site in Central Avenue 
became known as the Harlow 
Chemical Company - or Harco - 
and now trades as Synthomer. 

But despite the change of identity, 
at least Revertex - unlike so many 
of Harlow’s other original big 
employers - is still here in one 
guise or another.

Steel skeleton of new £25m sports centre rises 


THE new £25m sports centre to be pro¬ 
vided as part of the Harlow Gateway proj¬ 
ect began to take shape this week as work 
began on the building’s steel structure. 

Following groundworks which took 
place during the winter, contractor 
Leadbitter has been erecting the steel 
skeleton of the forthcoming state-of-the- 
art facility, due to open in autumn 2009. 

Located on former Harlow College 
playing fields, the three-storey complex 


will boast a 25m swimming pool, three 
covered tennis courts, eight badminton 
courts, a gym and a sports hall as well as 
a 510-space car park. 

It is intended as a replacement for the 
existing Harlow Sportcentre, in 
Hammarskjold Road, and the now-closed 
Harlow Pool, in First Avenue, and is part 
of the same scheme which has seen new 
housing built along Fifth Avenue. 

“I am delighted that the new sports and 


leisure centre is now taking shape,” said 
Harlow MP Bill Rammell. “We are regen¬ 
erating our sports and recreation facilities 
and providing homes that are needed.” 

A Harlow Gateway spokesman added: 
“When it is open, the sports and leisure 
centre will be one of the most modern 
facilities in the east of England region - it 
will be really special. This is something 
that has now been acknowledged by its 
inclusion in the official London 2012 


Olympic guide. 

“As the steel skeleton for the new 
leisure centre takes shape, you can see the 
physical signs of what the Gateway proj¬ 
ect is all about. It has already delivered 
the first in a series of new homes, a new 
football stadium and a new athletics track. 

“These are bringing a tangible boost to 
Harlow and, with plenty more still to 
come, there’s a real reason to celebrate 
this exciting regeneration in the town.” 


MP helps to free gym 
users from contracts

DISGRUNTLED customers accus¬ 
ing a Harlow gym of bully-boy tac¬ 
tics have been helped by the town’s 
MP to escape their contracts. 

Seven members of Esporta, in The 
Water Gardens, had their contracts can¬ 
celled after intervention by Bill Rammell. 

They have accused the gym of aggressive and 
unfair selling tactics - claims hotly disputed by 
the company. 

These actions bring to nine the total number 
of Harlow Esporta cancellations brought about 
by Mr Rammell’s involvement. He also helped 
two members have memberships cancelled last 
August following complaints. 

The company has featured on the BBC’s 
Watchdog consumer programme for not can¬ 
celling memberships despite promises to do so 
when a customer moved home or became ill. 

“I am absolutely delighted I was able to push 
Esporta to give refunds back to my con¬ 
stituents,” said Mr Rammell. 

“Companies like Esporta need to take respon¬ 
sibility for the contracts they sell and the ability 
of those they register to afford the monthly fee. 
They also need to take a hard look at the provi¬ 
sions set within the contracts for cancellations. 

“I recently met with the regional director of 
Esporta and I pushed him strongly to add a cool¬ 
ing-off period after joining and for it to be made 
easier for my constituents to leave their con¬ 
tracts. No amount of money can remedy the 
severe stress and inconvenience faced by these 
poor people, but I’m pleased that they will no 
longer have to deal with this inefficient, unprin¬ 
cipled company.” 

An Esporta spokesman claimed all contracts 
comply with consumer legislation and said: “We 
are very disappointed with Mr Rammell’s 
remarks about Esporta Harlow, which we felt 
overlooked the overwhelming majority of satis¬ 
fied members. We have over 2,500 members at 
the club, with many joining and leaving each 
year - the small number that has come to Mr 
Rammell’s attention is only a fraction.”

“The Liquid Based Cytology 
system has greatly enhanced our 
capabilities to provide rapid and 
extremely accurate test results 
for clinicians and their patients. 
We are now able to guarantee 
turnaround times within 48 
hours.” 

The centre opened in January 
2007 and processes samples 
from its own trust plus 
thousands more from Basildon 
and Thurrock Hospitals NHS 
Foundation Trust and Southend 
University Hospital NHS 
Foundation Trust. 

It is thought the new system, 
which uses liquid to rinse cells 
into a bottle of preserve, making 
them easier to analyse than cells 
smeared on traditional slides, 
will see thousands more cervical 
screening tests turned around 
with more accurate results. 

'Tax change will 
hit poor' claim 

HARLOW’S poorest families 
could lose up to £ 15 a week if 
the Government abolishes the 
lOp tax threshold, according to 
the town’s Tory Parliamentary 
hopeful. 

Robert Halfon has warned it will 
be those on the lowest income 
who will be hit hardest and has 
urged Harlow MP Bill Rammell 
to vote against the measure. 

The lOp starting rate on income 
tax was introduced in the 1999 
Budget as a tax break for the 
poorest working families, but 
now the Government faces 
rebellion within its own ranks as 
it attempts to make a U-turn. 

“I am not surprised that so many 
Labour MPs are rebelling on 
this,” said Mr Halfon. “It was 
bad enough that taxes went up in 
the Budget, but abolishing the 
lOp tax rate will hit low-paid 
Harlow working residents with a 
real whammy. 

“Although some benefits have 
been adjusted to allow for this, 
many people entitled to tax 
credit are not taking it up. Single 
people and childless couples will 
suffer the most - such as sales 
assistants, who will pay an extra 
£227 in tax this year.” 

But Mr Rammell dismissed Mr 
Halfon’s figures as “completely 
spurious”, claiming the vast 
majority of residents will benefit 
from the changes. 

“We as a Government have done 
more to help more people out of 
poverty than any other 
Government in 100 years,” he 
said. “The 2008 Budget which 
comes into force this month will 
cut the basic rate of tax from 
22p to 20p and will give higher 
tax allowances to the over-65s, 
as well as boosting family tax 
credits and child benefits.”

A beacon for

THE Olympic 
Games should 
be a reason for 
billions of people 
around the globe 
to celebrate 
coming together 
through sport - so 
why has the 
traditional journey of 
the torch for China’s 
games caused so many 
problems? 

China’s capital city Beijing is 
hosting this year's games, four 
years before it is the turn of London 
in 2012. 

Thousands of athletes from hundreds of 
different countries will be running, jumping, 
swimming, throwing and aiming for glory. 

But you may have seen former Blue Peter 
presenter Konnie Huq being shouted at in 
the streets of London for carrying a key 


symbol of the games - the Olympic Torch. 
Many people think that China doesn’t treat all 
of its citizens very well; this is what is known 
as ‘human rights abuses’, such as not letting 
people have the right to say what they want 
or locking them up for daring to criticise their 
government and the way it behaves. 

China has also said it owns the neighbouring 
country of Tibet, home to the peace-loving 
Buddhist monks, and is treating all non- 
Chinese residents there like lesser people 
and stripping away their rights. 

It is for China’s behaviour in this respect that 
the passage of the Olympic Torch has 
proved to be so controversial and 
problematic, with people who don’t like the 
way the country conducts itself attempting to 
disrupt the Olympics to draw world attention 
to their concerns. 

It can only be hoped that as well as giving 
the less fortunate people of the world 
something to enjoy, the games and the 
protests surrounding them will be a reminder 
to China’s politicians that they should 
change the way they do things.

A SURPRISE grant 
potentially worth thousands 
of pounds to businesses has 
been received by Harlow 
Council.

IF you are trying to buy 
or sell property with the 
housing market 
apparently tumbling, the 
message from Harlow 
estate agents is that it’s 
not all doom and gloom. 
As the national media frenzy 
about falling house prices 
reached fever pitch, Alan 
Howick, owner of Howick & 
Brooker, cautioned that the 
situation is not as bad as it 
might seem. 

He said the current decline is 
inevitable after the unrealistic 
rises in house prices of recent 
years, but believes there are not 
enough experienced estate agents 
in the business to recognise it. 
“It’s quite simple, really - what 
goes up must come down, and 
that’s what we’re seeing,” he said. 
“I know of some areas in Harlow 
where prices have dropped by as 
much as 20 per cent, but when 
we’ve been living in a housing 
bubble for the last few years it’s 
always been inevitable that 
bubble would have to burst.” 

He added that sellers using an 
estate agent who would not over¬ 
value properties just to curry 
favour need not worry about the 
current climate - and reminded

homeowners that negative equity 
was only a major concern if they 
were looking to sell. 

“What is important for 
despairing sellers to remember is 
that drops in value are relative,” 
he said. “If the value of their 
house has suddenly dropped by 
10 per cent, for example, it’s 
likely that the property they want 
to buy has dropped by a similar 
percentage. 

Richard lames, proprieter of 
lames & Co in The Stow, said: 

“I don’t really see it as a housing 
problem - it’s more of a lending 
problem. The mortgage lenders 
were giving out money far too 
cheaply and easily, and now 
they've been forced to tighten 
their belts and cherrypick the 
best customers, which is 
creating a lot of problems for 
first-time buyers.” 
luliette Rainbird, a partner at 
Guardian estate agency, in The 
High, added: "The market’s 
certainly worse than it was 12 
months ago, but there are still 
plenty of people wanting to buy 
and sell. The main problem at 
the moment is the difficulty 
buyers are having in securing a 
mortgage.” 


Harvey's rise 
in shoppers 
bucks trend 

SHOPPERS are continuing 
to flock to Harlow’s Harvey 
Centre as it bucks the 
national trend for decreasing 
footfall. 

Despite many experts 
predicting a bleak financial 
and economic outlook for 
the year ahead, consumers 
in Harlow seem quite 
willing to spend at the 
centre. 

According to the 
Springboard High Street 
Index, research shows a 
national average drop in 
retail footfall of 4.7 per cent 
in February - but the 
number of shoppers visiting 
the Harvey Centre actually 
shot up by five per cent in 
the same month. 

During the first three 
months of 2008, the centre 
welcomed 3.2 million 
customers through its doors 
- an impressive 6.2 per cent 
increase over the same 
period in 2007. 

Centre manager Bryan 
Young expressed his delight 
at the figures: “The quality 
of our retail mix is clearly 
important.

HARLOW Theatre Company takes on 
flappers, feisty females and farce in one 
of the 20th century’s best-loved 
comedies. 

Noel Coward penned Hay Fever when 
England was only beginning to throw off the 
shackles of the corseted Victorian era, when 
the sight of a naked table leg would send 
gentlemen into amorous fits of pique. 

The comedy of manners is based on a trip 
Coward took to a Bohemian Thames-side estate 
in 1925, home of retired actress Laurette Taylor 
and her dysfunctional and avant garde family. 

On return to his study, Coward took just three 
days to write what is often thought to be the play 
which set the precedent for his inimitable style 
spawning the likes of Blithe Spirit and his 
screenplay for romantic favourite Brief Encounter. 
“It’s just pure entertainment which you just 
cannot take too seriously,” said director Brenda 
Jones, when asked why she was so fond of the 
play. 

“The company needed some balance as the other 
two productions being started at the moment are 
quite different. 

“When Coward was recalling his time in the 
actress’ home, where he played lots of silly 
games, he included lots of Bohemian play acting 
which is, of course, still very funny” 

The play centres on the home of the Bliss family, 
retiring actress Judith (Simone Perry) and her 
novelist husband David (Martin Bedwell) and their 


two debauched children Sorrel and Simon (HTC 
newcomers Sophie Lloyd and Greg Baxter). 

Three guests find themselves caught up in the 
blurred lines between fiction and reality as Mr 
Bliss places his houseguests - a shy flapper, a 
boxer, a diplomat and a fashionable sophisticate - 
in several strange situations and, unbeknown to 
them, observes their reactions for inclusion in his 


new book. 

“Rehearsals are going really well and after some 
last-minute polishing it will be a really fun and 
entertaining production,” added Brenda.

Heavy-handedly adapted from an original story by 
low-life laureate James Ellroy, the film centres on 
Detective Tom Ludlow (Reeves), your archetypal 
jaded veteran cop whose work on the LAPD vice 
squad begins to slide after the death of his wife. 
Transformed into the sort of chap who sleeps 
with a bottle of whiskey under his pillow, wakes 
up, hurls and then goes to work without even 
cleaning his teeth, Ludlow’s carelessness soon 
sees him implicated in the gangland-style 
execution of his former vice squad partner, 
Detective Terrance Washington (Terry Crews). 
Soon, Ludlow is predictably careering around 
town like Serpico with an attitude problem, 


desperate to avenge his mate’s death and clear 
his own name, but is confronted with corruption 
at every turn - even from within his own 
department. 

Meanwhile, Forest Whitaker hams it up in his 
own inimitable way as Ludlow’s dodgy 
supervisor, Captain Wander, who is largely 
preoccupied with keeping him working within the 
confines of the law while protecting him from the 
snoops at Internal Affairs (represented by the 
marvellous Hugh Laurie). 

Whatever your take on Reeves, who seems to 
play exactly the same character in every movie 
he’s ever starred in (with the honourable 
exception of Bill And Ted’s Excellent Adventure), 
look upon this as gritty popcorn fare for 
adrenaline-addled adults and you probably won’t 
be disappointed.

SELF-styled Hollywood bad boy Matthew 
McConaughey, pictured above, is reunited 
with former on-screen love interest Kate 
Hudson in this severely misguided attempt 
to mix soppy romantic comedy with 
treasure-hunting action thrills. 

The perma-tanned pair’s on-screen 
chemistry may have been the only thing 
propping up saccharine teen comedy 
How To Lose A Guy In 10 Days, but their 
latest double-act is more Cannon and Ball 
than Bogart and Bacall. 

McConaughey plays washed-up surfer 
dude cum treasure-seeker Ben Finnegan, 
an irritatingly gnarly beach bum obsessed 
with tracking down the legendary 18th 
century Queen’s Dowry - 40 chests of 
exotic treasure lost at sea in 1715. 

Hudson, meanwhile, is his estranged wife 
Tess, who became fed up with her 
husband ploughing all his time and 
money into varn expeditions and is busy 
building a new life aboard millionaire 
businessman Donald Sutherland’s fancy 
yacht. 

But when Ben stumbles across new 
evidence hinting at the whereabouts of his 
fabled treasure, he begs her for one last 
chance and manages to blag passage on 
the same yacht, where he prtches his 
expedition idea to the mega-rich tycoon, 
winning his trust and the use of the vessel 
in return for a cut of the spoils. 

All of this, of course, allows our 
impossibly beautiful leading couple to 
prance around with next-to-nothing on 
while frolicking in the surf - none of 
which should disappoint most, as it’s 
surely the main draw of the movie in the 
first place. 

But as is often the case, the appearance of 
Ray Winstone (as rival Moe Fitch) brings 
its own complications and sends the film 
into a madcap, Wacky Races- style chase 
for the elusive prize - the exact 
whereabouts and existence of which 
remain far from certain itself.

Feral predators reclaim the night 


30 DAYS OF NIGHT 

(Icon Home Entertainment, 18, retail & rental) 

High in the Arctic Circle, the remote Alaskan town of 
Barrow is plunged annually into perpetual night. 

But this year, the inhabitants of America’s 
northernmost settlement have far more than the 
winter blues and cabin fever to contend with as their 
community is cut off from the outside world and laid 
out like a buffet by a marauding pack of vampires. 
Co-adapted by Steve Niles from his own graphic 
novel (and visually capturing the tone of collaborator 
Ben Templesmith’s illustrations), 30 Days Of Night 
has much in common with John Carpenter's The 
Thing - an idiosyncratic group cut off from the world 
in a frozen wasteland and fighting desperately for 
survival against a deadly alien threat that simply 
cannot be reasoned with. 

But the film’s signal achievement - and one that’s 
long overdue - is to make vampires scary once more. 
Forget Anne Rice’s tedious, effete fops mooning 
about in poet shirts by candlelight in a slough of 
despondent angst at the loneliness of immortality; 
forget, too, the leatherette, gun-toting sub -Matrix 
variety of Underworld and Ultra Violet, whose 
condition seems just another incidental hip fashion 
accessory - the ferocious vampires of 30 Days Of 
Night are a breed more akin to great white sharks. 
Sable-eyed feral predators equipped with teeth like a 
mouthful of mismatched rusty steak knives and 
relentless appetites, they overwhelm the town in a 
savage wave of slaughter (a superb sequence 
orchestrated with eerie detachment by director David 
Slade) and spend the rest of nature’s blackout 
hunting down stragglers to maintain the secret of 
their existence. 

It’s not a kind film, not a reassuring film; the intensity 
of the graphic carnage only adds to the impact when 
it becomes apparent that just about anybody can die 
here - and they do, right up to the tragic and 
hopelessly romantic finale. 

In a cast of uniformly excellent performances, Josh 
Hartnett and Melissa George make for solid and 
ultimately touching leads as the local sheriff and his 
estranged wife who head up the small band of 
terrified survivors, huddling in attics and fending off 
the sub-zero cold as they try to outlast the night. 

Extras on this two-disc release include a commentary 
and features on all aspects of the production, from 
recreating Barrow in New Zealand and casting to the 
special effects, stunts and night-shoots.

RATMAN 

(Shameless Screen Entertainment, 18, retail) 

One of the weirdest and yet most oddly satisfying 
pieces of exploitation film-making I’ve seen in a long 
while, Shameless deserves a pat on the back for 
rescuing this 1988 obscurity and releasing it in the UK 
for the first time. 

With shades of The Island Of Dr Moreau, It’s Alive! 
and Basketcase, a typically mad scientist out in the 
boondocks of a Caribbean island goes all out for a 
Nobel prize by cross-breeding rats and monkeys, 
creating a humanoid hybrid equipped with poisonous 
fangs and claws (played by 2ft 4in tall Nelson de la 
Rosa, certified by the Guinness Book of World 
Records in 1990 as the shortest man alive). 



Naturally, such a pointlessly dangerous experiment 
escapes and makes a beeline for the many 
voluptuous, pouting fashion models who seem to 
comprise 90 per cent of the local population. 

Former Hammer alumni and Italian exploitation 
regular David Warbeck pops up as a stolid hero amid 
this feast of clunky writing, cardboard performances, 
a shower scene so gratuitous that nothing actually 
happens in it apart from showering and some nicely 
gory attacks. 

Assembled from a variety of sources to get the most 
complete version possible, the variable quality of the 
footage only adds to the fun, and director Giuliano 
Carnimeo even manages to pull off the seemingly 
impossible with a couple of scenes of genuinely 
unsettling tension. 

A further tip of the hat goes to Shameless for adding 
to the general exploitation with a delightful Jaws rip- 
off sleeve. Now, rat’s entertainment!

HADLEIGH: COMPLETE FIRST SERIES/ 
COMPLETE SECOND SERIES 

(Network, 12, retail) 

Hailing from more innocent times when it was 
possible to be both a wealthy captain of industry and 
the nice guy hero of a TV show, Hadleigh works now 
as both nostalgic light entertainment and a window 
on a world long gone. 

Following on from the 1968 series Gazette and 
released in separate four-disc sets, the first two 
seasons hail from 1969 and 1971 (switching to colour 
from episode three of the second series) and follow 
the ups and downs of charismatic and endlessly 
energetic country squire James Hadleigh (Gerald 
Harper), a landowner in Yorkshire with a past in the 


Civil Service who inherits great wealth and a chain of 
local newspapers while managing to remain a general 
all-round good egg. 

Much of the narrative drama sees his values put to the 
test, whether he’s considering tempting offers from 
press barons, falling in love, getting immersed in local 
politics or embarking on bold new ventures. 
Hadleigh’s a likeable enough character, and even if 
the show’s writing doesn’t progress much beyond 
bluff businessmen chuffing on cigars, swirling brandy 
snifters and talking big stakes, it’s fun to look out for 
such familiar faces as Peter Sallis, Hannah Gordon 
and Wanda Ventham.

THE ADVENTURES OF BLACK BEAUTY: 
COMPLETE SECOND SERIES 

(Network, PG, retail) 

More post-Anna Sewell equine nostalgia in this four- 
disc set featuring all 26 episodes of the 1973 second 
season which saw most of the original cast return 
plus a few memorable new characters such as the 
young urchin Ned and Dr Gordon’s previously unseen 
daughter Jenny. 

As before, the series has excellent production values 
and makes the most of its beautiful country locations 
as Black Beauty provides the catalyst for (and 
sometimes the solution to) a variety of stories. 
Perfectly suited to children, what particularly appeals 
about this show was that it never pandered to them; 
many of the stories touch on social issues of class, 
child and animal exploitation and deftly handle them 
in such a way to make them comprehensible without 
being dry or preachy.

Down to the wire 


Nothing to fear against Dons 
- but D-Day is nine days away 



HAWKS player-boss Ryan 
Kirby, pictured left , fears his 
side’s relegation destiny will 
only be determined by a final- 
day win or bust scenario 
against second-from-bottom 
East Thurrock United in nine 
days’ time. 

With that prospect in mind, the 
Harlow Town chief says his side can 
head to the old Kingstonian ground 
this Saturday to face second-placed 
AFC Wimbledon’s with ‘no fear’.
